Bartow Worthy, a negro, was shot and | 


instantlly killed in Pittsburg last night 
by County Officer Riley. A riot was 
only averied by the retreat of the offi- 
sers, who left the dead body of the 
negro where it had fallen few feet 
from McDaniel street. 

According to the account of the affair 
as given by Lieutenant C. A. Robinson 
and Officer W. A. Riley, the officers at 
about 8:30 o'clock were sitting on ‘he

Mumblied Out Protests. 


After a few words of 
test they passed into a 
and nothing more was thought of the 
matter until about an hour later, when 
they were heard leaving the house to 
start toward town cutting down a back 
street. 

The officers circled the block and cut 
the negroes off when they had gone only 
a short distance. As they were still 
very boisterous, threatening and abusive 
the policemen commanded them to halt- 
telling them that they were arrested, 
and would have to go to jail. 

Lieutenant Robinson immediately 
selzed the negro nearest him, and Offi- 
cer Riley started to catch hold of,one 
of the others, who began to back away 
at the same time throwing his hand to 
his right hip pocket, plainly attempting 
to draw some weapon. He circled around 
Lieutenant Robinson, who was holding 
with difficulty to his struggling prisoner, 
in this manner keeping the lieutenant be- 
tween himself and Officer Riley and pre- 
venting Riley from using his Winches- 
‘er rifle. 

After repeated tugs at his pocket he 
drew a pistol and leveled it at Lieuten- 
ant Robinson, but ‘at the same instant 
that the pistol flashed Officer Riley 
leaped toward the negro, shooting him 
with his pistol. The negro fell to the 
ground mortally wounded. 

Hastily handcuffing the negro pris- 
ener, the officers turned the faljen 
negro over in order to ascertain the 
extent of his injuries. He was mor- 
tally wounded. Weaving Officer Riley 
te guard the body, Lieutenant Robin- 
son hastened to the home of a nearby 
physician and returned in a short time 
with him to the scene of the shooting. 
Shot at by Negroes. 
the lieutenant 

physician lights flashed in 
the nearby negro houses as men 
gathered from more remote houses. 
The negro was dead before tue 
physician arrived. Leaving the of- 
ficer and physician with the body, Lieu- 
tenant Robinson huried to a telephone 
in a house a block away and, calling 
Chief Turner, informed him of the oc- 
eurrenee and asked that reinforcements 
be sent at once. While he was talking 
Officer Riley and the doctor entered the 
house and reported that shortly after 
the departure of Lieutenant Robinson, 
a fusilade had. been opened on- them 
from the nearby negro houses, bullets 
whizging by them as they stood in the 
light of an electric lamp, a clear target 
for the would-be black assassins con- 
ecealed behind and in the neighboring 
houses. 

On hearing this report, Chief Turher 
ordered the officers to leave the body 
and to bring the arrested negro to the 
county jail. He gave as a reason for 
the order to retreat that he realized 
in the darkness every advantage would 
be with the negroes, and that many 
lives would probably be needlessly sac- 
rificed. The coroner was then notified. 

This morning Coroner Thompson will 
hold an inquest.

Acceptance of Money Opposed. 
Mr, Clayton, Representative Joh

spoke in favor of the passage of the 
resolution. Mr. 
emphatic..dn, sayicg that the $100,000 
which had been offered to secure the! 
Republican convention and refused by 
the republican national committee had 
been offefed and was about to be ac- 
cepted by the Democratic committee. 
He said the republicams nad turned 
down the offer because it wts vegarded 
as in the nature of a bribe, and that 
democrats, in view of that circum- 
Stance, could not afford to accept it. 
Mr. Williams spoke in ermiiar vein, as 
also did Mr. Clayton. 

Mr. Taggart advocated the acceptance 
of the $100,000, saying it would be 
needed now even worse than money 
was needed in 1900, and that at that 
time it would have been practically im- 
possible to have opened headquarters 
for Judge Parker if they had not had 
the extra money received from 8t. 
Louis, where the convention was held. 

Stone Wants the Money. 


Senator Stone of Missouri made a long 
Speech, in which he favored the ac- 
ceptance of the money. 

Mr. Clayton declared that the accept- 
ance of this money would be in line 
with the very practices in campaign 
contributions that had been condemned 
by the committee. 

This view was antagonized by Sen- 
ator Stone, who declared that the 
transaction was open and above board, 
and this was not to be compared with 
any of the propositions that had been 
condemned. Many people, he_ said, 
would go to Denver, and the young and 
growing city was glad to make this 
contribution for the advantages it 
would receive. The money, he said, 
would be badly needed in starting the 
campaign. , 

Mayor Tom L. Johnson advocated the 
acceptance of the money offered by 
Denver. He said the money for cam- 
paign purposes is contributed by cor- 
porations with the view of securing 
advantages in legislation or otherwise, 
while the contribution of Denver could 
not be ascribed to any such purpose. 
The people of Denver, he said, have a 
regular organization for the purpose 
of attracting conventions to the city 
for business reasons, and it was per- 
fectly proper for the democratic na- 
tional committee to accept the offer. 


Tillman Objects to Money. 

Senator Tillman opposed the accep- 
tance of the money. 

“Let the local democratic organization 
of Colorado,” he said, “have the money 
to fight the next campaign. Guggen- 
heim can be depended upon to furnish 
the money for the republicans. Now 
give the democrats of Cotorado a chance 
and let them use the money to return 
Senator Teller.” 

Mr. Tillman, however, voted against 
the motion to lay the resolution on the 
table. Charles F. Wilson, sitting as a 
proxy for the member of the committee 
from Colorado, assured the committee 
that Denver had no destre to appear as 
unduly influencing the committee. He 
said that there is a business men’s 
league in Denver, an important part of 
whose business it is to secure conven- 
tions, and that the proposition to the 
democratic committee to go to Denver 
had been made as it nas Deen to se- 
cure many other meetings.

This decision has not been officially an-' 
nounced, but it is practically certain 
that Governor Smith has decided upon 
this step. 

The compromise in North Carolina, 
which was made known by Governor 
Gienn Wednesday night, is evidence 
that an end of the rate war has been 
reached, not only In North Carolina, but 
all along the line. The agreement af- 
fects only passenger rates, 

What Agreement Provides, 

It provides for a rate of two and one- 
half cents a@ mile for both interstate 
and intrastate passenger business, thus 
making the rate on both uniform, Two 
thousand mileage books will be sold at 
two cents, to be interchangeable and 
good for interstate use. Two-thousand- 
mile books for business firms and their 
employees, not to exceed five persons, 
good for interstate and interchangeable 
use, and five-hundred-mile family books, 
good only in the state, at two cents. 

The Southern has agreed to put these 
rates into effect in North Carolina, as 
has, also the Seaboard Air Line.

Counsel Appointed by the Court te 
Defend Johnson Made a Hard 
Fight—Solicitor Hill Was in 
Great Form--Big Crowd 
in Court Room. 


The doom of Andrew Johnson, the 
negro who shot and killed J. N. Maniter 
of the Atlanta police force on Friday of 
last week, was sealed at 4:40 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon when the jury, 
after thirty minutes’ deliberation, re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of murder 
in the first degree. Judge Roan ordered 
the prisoner brought before him at 9 
o’clock this morning for sentence, and 
then it is certain that Johnson will be 
ordered hanged. 

One of the jurors stated after the 
trial that the jury that condemned 
Johnson was practically unanimous 
from the start of its deliberations, and 


.j that the short delay was caused by the 


desire to discuss several points in the 
evidence. 

The crowd at the afternoon session 
was even larger than the one which 
gathered in the forenoon, and it wait- 
ed breathless while the verdict was 
being read. Johnson showed no emo- 
tion. In fact, he remained passive all 
through the day when the battle for 
his life was waged between Solicitor 
Hill, for the state, and Attorneys Ham- 
mond and Chapman, for the defense. 

He appeared at.-ease on the stand, 
and with much gusto exhibited the 
scars on his head and hands alleged 
to have been made when he was 
struggling with Officer Manter on 
Peters street Jess than a week ago, 

Defense Claimed Acctdent, 

The accidental theory was advanced 
by the defense, who endeavored to show 
that the shot that took the officer’s 
life was fired without malice, and that 
fohnson was assaulted with a club 
before the shot was fired. 

This the state succeeded in dis- 
proving. Judge Hammond contended 
that the shot, entering the officer's 
chin as it did, could not have come 
from other than an accidental shot, 
and Mr. Hill argued that it could have 
resulted intentionally, as Johnson was 
much smaller in stature than the dead 
officer, and wotild naturally have point- 
ed the weapon upward. 

Mr. Hill in his speech before the jury 
paid a glowing tribute to the man who 
came to his death in the defense of | 
his duty, and also to the negro Bartow 
wiatkman, who, he said, should have 
an everlasting monument erected to 
his bravery. 

Mr. Hill’s address was one of the 
strongest he ever delivered before a 
jury. He mingled pathos, humor, 
laughter and tears and straight law in 
his speech, that moved each and every 
one of his interested listeners. 

The defense put up an exceptionally 
strong plea, both Mr. Hammond and 
Mr. Chapman fighting hard for the life 
of the defendant, but the case was 
clearly against them from start to 
finish.

Athens, December 12.—With the splen- 
did and elaborate rite of the Greek 
chureh, the religious ceremony uniting 
in marriage Prince George, second son 
of the king of Greece, and Princess 
Marie Bonaparte, was performed at the 
cathedra] today, in the presence of the 
king and queen of Greece, a gathering 
of high state dignitaries, and the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps. The civil 
marriage ceremony took place in France 
November 21]. 

The archbishop of Athens, assisted by 
five bishops, officiated aw today’s cere- 
mony, 

Great crowds had gathered along the 
gaily decorated streets from the pal- 
ace to the cathedral, and the bride was 
given a joyous ovation and showered 
with flowers. She drove in a state 
coach behind eight horses, and was es- 
ecorted by a detachment of cavalry. Fol- 
lowing her equippage came carriages 
containing the princes-es and ladies of 
the court, all clad in tte rich national 
costume, 

The king of Greece and Prince George 
rode one on either side,of the bride’s 
coach. 

All of Athens is celebrating the happy 
event. 

Upon returning to the palace after the 
ceremony, the bride recerved the mem- 
bers of the cabinet and the diplomatists 


in Athens, who offered their congratu- 
lations, 
| The Princess Marie Bonaparte, who 
| was born twenty-five years ago, has 
lived most of her life in Paris. She is 
a young woman of unusual mental at- 
'tainments, and is considered one of the 
'most remarkable princesses of the day. 
; She not only possesses great beauty, 
(wealth and exceptional . accomplish- 
iments in music and painting, but she 
is a distinguished seholar. 

Her marriage is said to be much more 
of a love match than such unions tsu- 
ally are. By the ceremony’ of today, 
Princess Marie becomes the daughter- 
in-law of the king and queen of 
Greece; the niece of the dowager em- 
press of Russia, the king and queen of 
England and the king and queen of 
Denmark; the cousin of the emperor 
and empress of Russia; and the king 
and queen of Norway, and a close rela- 
tive of all the other crowned heads of 
Europe. Her father, Prince Roland 
Bonaparte, is the eldest living grand- 
son of Lucien, the great Napoleon's eld- 
est brother. 

Prince George of Greece was born in 
1869. He was at one time high com- 
missioner for the powers of Europe in 
Crete. His elder brother, Prince Con- 
stantine, duke of Sparta, is heir to the 
Grecian throne.

Johnson was 
drunk. he continued, and did not intena 
to kill a policeman; he was a stool- 
pigeon for the police and in sympathy 
with them. Mr. Chapman stated that 
the death of the officer was deplored, 
but Manier must have been among his 
best ifriends when he eame to his death. 

He said the dice stick loaned to John- 
son by Officer Rowan was full of the 
devil, but showed that wne defendant 
stood well with the officers. 

Judge Hammond’s Speech. 

Judge Hammond spoke next. He ar- 
that the course the bullet took 
proved that the shot was accidental; that 
had Johnson deliberately killed Manier 
with malice aforethought, he would have 
fired straight aheag and not have point- 
ed the gun under tthe chin. The acci- 
dental theory was heavily stressed, and 
Judge Hammond referred to the evi- 
dence that Johnson walked down the 
street before the crime with another 
policeman on friendly terms, and said 
thait this bore out the statement that the 
shooting was an accident, for the negro 
have shot any policeman if he 
had been on general warpuith for them, 
and it so happenea that the pistol was 
discharged when the came in contact 
with Manier.

Birmingham, Ala., December 1|2.—To- 
morrow’s meeting of the receivers of 
the Southern Steel Company in this 
city, at which time a report will be 
made to the creditors, is awaited with 


keen interest. 

It is understood that the debts of the 
concern have been found to amount to 
considerably more than $500,000. It 1S 
further stated that some disclosures to 
be made at the meeting will be highly 
sensational, and some of the men form- 
erly connected with the company may 
have criminal charges preferred against 
them. 

The. receivers for the properties in Al- 
abama are Colonel T. G. Bush, J. O. 
Thompson, E. G. Chandler and B .A 
Adler, all of Birmingham 

Creditors from Chattanooga and other 
points outside of the state will attend 
tomorrow's meeting. The Southern 
Steel Company, capitalized at $25,000,- 
000, was the result of the amalgama- 
tion of some valuable furnace and ore 
properties in Alabama, Georgia and 
Tennessee. Practically all of the com- 
pany’s plants have been shut down, the 
receivers being unable to raise the 
money to keep them in operation, 

In case the company disintegrates 
under the receivership, the possible 
buyers mentioned are the Atlanta 
syndicate, which owns the Atl&uta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic railroad, and the 
Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Com- 
pany of this city. The latter com- 
pany, however, is looked upon as the 
more logical purchaser.

The Market, Though, Showed Evi- 
dence of Support at Qpportune 
lTimes—Market Waiting for 
Restoration of Finan- 
cial Affairs. 


Mew York, December 1!12.—Today’'s 
political news received a favorable in- 
terpretation in Wall street, and was 
signalized by many opening advances 
of | to 2 points, with the Harriman 
stocks displaying the most activity and 
strength. The action of the market 
alarmed the short interest, and they 
bought extensively, giving an appear~- 
ance or great strength and animation 
to the trading. The initial prices, how- 
ever, proved to be the highest as recent 
unfavorable reports intruded them- 
gelves and the market lost about all 
it had gained. The fajlure of the bulls 
to follow up their advantage encour- 
aged the bears to work diligently to 
break prices, and by concentrating their 
selling against certain stocks, in which 
special considerations operated, the 
latter managed to bring about a gen- 
eral decline. The principal industrials, 
New York Central, Pennsylvania and 
Missouri Pacific, wert targets for this 
selling at intervals, with trade condi- 
tions and gossip as to expected divi- 
dend returns attending the decline. 
These circumstances effectively offset 
the good effect produced by the relax- 
ation in call money, the high rate to- 
day being only about half of that pre- 
vailing yesterday. While the more 
abundant supply of funds on call re- 
lieved the concern felt over the mone- 
tary conditions, to some extent, it is 
recognized that the needs of early 
large corporate requirements and the 
necessity of the gradual repairment of 
impaired bank reserves are influential 
factors to be considered in future stock 
market operations. Reports from the 
interior of improved monetary condi- 
tions are supported by the  lghter 
shipments from here, but the position 
of the local banks has not been es- 
sentially favored by this development, 
owing to the heavy drain on subtreas- 
ury operations. The banks have lost 
near $5,000,000 on this account during 
the week, Time funds continue unat- 
tainable in large amounts, and rates, 
though high, are «considered purely 
nominal. In spite of the unfavorable 
circumstances, the market, as a whole, 
rendered a fairly good account of it- 
self and showed evidence of support at 
opportune times. A large psoportion 
of the day’s business was transacted 
at the high range of prices, the mar- 
ket thereafter sagging in a dull and 
listless fashion until the list eventual- 
ly fell back to a parity with yester- 
day’s closing prices or below. The 
bear attacks which occurred at fre- 
quent intervals during the day were 
aided, in large part, by the timidity of 
the bulls to rouse the market from ifts 
lethargy, and when the room operators 
offered large amounts of different 
stocks simultaneously the supporting 
orders were withdrawn and heavy top- 
loss orders were uncovered.
